Compared with the average for corresponding months in the nine 
years 1886-94, dysentery and typhoid fever were more prevalent, and 
scarlet fever, inflammation of bowels, intermittent fever, consumption, 
and whooping cough were less prevalent in July, 1895. 

Including reports by regular observers and others, consumption was 
reported present in Michigan in the month of July, 1895, at 173 places, 
typhoid fever at 74 places, scarlet fever at 51 places, diphtheria at 38 
places, measles at 25 places, whooping cough at 24 places, and small- 
pox at 5 places. 

Reports from all sources show consumption reported at the same 
number of places, measles at 12 places less, scarlet fever at 10 places 
less, smallpox at 1 place more and diphtheria at the same number of 
places as in the preceding month.

Rio DE JANEIRO, July 9, 1895. 

Srr: I have the honor to transmit herewith report for week ended 
July 6, 1895. 

There were 4 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 2 from the 
foregoing week; 11 from yellow fever, a decrease of 11; 22 from small- 
pox, a decrease of 3; 1 from beriberi, none in the foregoing week; 1 
from enteric fever, a ‘decre: use of 2; 2 from measles, an increase of 1; 
and 48 from consumption. There were 333 deaths from all causes, a 
decrease of 14 from the foregoing week. 

All the contagious and infectious diseases have decreased except 
measles, which only presents 2 deaths in 600,000 population ; hence we 
may consider the health of the port as improving and good. 

The vaccine authorities are doing their best to stamp out smallpox. 
Nothing new has reached this town with regard to the reported out- 
break of this disease in Magy das Cruzes, in Sao Paulo. 

Yellow fever is decreasing as the winter advances, and we may safely 
consider that there will be rte, meng before the next hot season, though 
isolated cases will continue to appe:

There were 8 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 4 over 
the foregoing week; 11 from yellow fever, the same as in the foregoing 
week ; 38 from smallpox, an increase of 16; 2 from enteric fever, an 
increase of 1; 3 from beriberi, an increase of 2; 3 from measles, an 
increase of 2; 1 from diphtheria and 1 from whooping cough, none in 
the previous week. From all causes there were 350 deaths, an increase 
of 17 over the foregoing week. 

Smallpox.—This disease is steadily and slowly increasing, though the 
authorities are doing what they can to extinguish it. I have heard of 
no case amongst the shipping. It appears to be mostly confined to one 
district, the lowest and most unhealthy part of the town, where there 
are great agglomerations of the poorest classes. 

Yellow fever.—This disease appears to be declining very slowly, 
though the weather has been cool. Last winter it continued through the 
whole season, and appears to be doing the same thing this year, though 
there is not much of it.

Reports of Sanitary Inspection of Cuban Cities. 


SANTA Cruz, July 20, 1895. 


Srr: I have the honor to inform you that I reached this place on the 
19th instant after encountering great difficulty, owing to the uncertain 
movements of the coast steamers. Santa Cruz is a village of about 800 
inhabitants, with only one street facing the sea, the houses being built 
on piles about 8 or 9 feet from the seashore. Back of this row of houses 
the land is flat and covered with marshy pools of stagnant water and 
without any vegetation. The commerce of the place is mainly confined 
to the exportation of timber, mahogany and cedar especially being very 
abundant in the woods several miles off in the interior of the country. 
About 15 vessels yearly sail for the United States north of Hatteras, but 
no American passenger steamers ever come here. Consular Agent 
Voight informs me that for the last seven years no yellow fever or con- 
tagious diseases of any kind have prevailed, a fact which I have verified 
looking up the register of vital statistics. 

On the 16th of July 50 men of the regiment ‘‘ Andalucia’ were 
taken ill after a forced march into the interior, and more were taken 
sick with yellow fever on the succeeding days, until 120 men were ill, 
giving 26 deaths in two days. Among the dead were the doctor, the 
lieutenant-colonel, and 2 lieutenants. There is no place here to quarter 
the troops, and they lie in the open air in the porches of the houses 
The men of the fifth company were huddled together at the eastern end 
of the village, near the graveyard and slaughterhouse. Of these, tle 
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great majority were taken with the yellow fever, the other companies 
giving a very small percentage. There are now about 40 cases of this 
fever lying in the infirmary, and some of them will end fatally, judging 
from the condition in which I found them when visiting the infirmary 
at the request of the major of the regiment. 

The exportation of timber has ceased completely, as no laborers are 
willing or able to go into the woods on account of the rebel forces 
which hover around the place, causing a constant alarm to the peaceful 
inhabitants. No vessels are expected during the rest of the year, and 
the commerce of Santa Cruz is practically shut down for the present.

MANZANILLO, July 27, 1895. 

Sir: I have the honor to report to you the following facts about the 
sanitary condition of Manzanillo, a town of about 12,000 inhabitants, 
situated on the southern coast of the island and facing the sea: The 
population has increased some (about 2,000) since the breaking out of 
the rebellion. Commerce is confined to sugar, lumber, and tobacco. 
About 50 vessels sail from Manzanillo for ports north of Hatteras during 
the year. No passenger boats ever sail from this place for the United 
States. * * * There are to-day 34 cases of yellow fever under treat- 
ment at the military hospital, and 15 have died during the last three 
days, the tendency of the disease being to assume an epidemic charac- 
ter, such as it has taken in the rest of the island. 

The native population also suffers from the depressing influence of the 
war, and the mortality has increased three times the normal average. 

The sugar crop is practically over for this year and no vessels are 
expected now, and it is very problematical if the sugar planters will be 
able to insure their next year’s crop. The rebel forces now occupy 
nearly all the interior of the country, and it is a dangerous experiment 
to leave the towns and cities for the interior. Owing to better condi- 
tions, many sick are brought from Santa Cruz to Manzanillo for treat- 
ment.

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of Carassy. It was on the 22d instant that the first cholera cases were 
observed at the latter place. In the following cities of the vilayet of 
Adana cholera is raging at the present: At Sis, at Caratashe, Yumur- 
talik, Slatchin, Pias, Adana, and Mersina. Since the first appearance 
of cholera 1,053 cholera cases have been registered, of which 634 proved 
fatal in the vilayet of Adana. 

In the vilayet of Aleppo cholera is raging at Marash, and a few cases 
are registered in the town of Aleppo every day. According to the offi- 
cial statements 68 cholera deaths have occurred in the latter vilayet 
since the 18th oflast June. Thecities in the vilayet of Mamurat-el-Aziz 
in which cholera is raging are Husni and Mansur, where 36 cholera 
deaths have occurred since the 8th instant. At Kara-Hissar, in the vila- 
yet of Angora, 20 deaths have been officially registered since the 7th 
instant. On the 23d instant the first cholera case was observed at Hama 
(Syria), as has been wired by the sanitary physician from Tripoli. The 
necessary steps have been already taken or are to be taken. I do not 
suppose it necessary to repeat once more that these steps are quarantine 
and sanitary cordons. It is already known how much these quar- 
antines have ruined the country without checking the spread of the 
epidemic. * * * 

Up to the 23d instant the seashore from Anamur to Alexandretta 
was submitted to ten days’ quarantine. Since this lafter date quarantine 
is imposed on the ships starting from the seashore included from Ana- 
mur to Suediah. * * * 

A cablegram from the Ottoman sanitary representative at Alexandria 
(Egypt), announces that7 cholera cases have occurred among the soldiers 
at Tor, the lazaretto of the Red Sea; of these 7 cases, 4 proved fatal. 
These cholera cases are the consequence of the presence of the pilgrims 
who arrived from Mecca. I have already stated in my previous reports 
that some cases of diarrhea were observed 4mong the latter during 
their quarantine, but all of them recovered, and it has been observed 
that the cholera bacillus was absent from the dejecta. By thesame cable- 
gram it is stated that the health of the pilgrimsis good. 1 have to state 
that the pilgrims coming back home have already arrived at Constanti- 
nople, and their health is good. 

In Constantinople there are several cases of smallpox, influenza, 
whooping cough, diphtheria, and an epidemic of diarrhea in children 
which makes great havoc among them.

AUSTRALIA—Brisbane.—Month of April, 1895. Estimated popula- 
tion, 93,657. Total deaths, 76, including enteric fever, 1; and whoop- 
ing cough, 1.

Sydney.—Month of May, 1895. Estimated population, 423,600. Total 
deaths, 710, including enteric fever, 8; scarlet fever, 4; diphtheria, 21 ; 
and whooping cough, 14. 
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BAHAMA ISLANDS—Dunmore Town.—Two weeks ended August 2, 
1895. Estimated population, 1,472. No deaths reported. 

Governors Harbor.—Two weeks ended August 3, 1895. Estimated 
population, 1,186. No deaths reported. 

Green Turtle Cay.—Two weeks ended August 1, 1895. Estimated 
population, 3,900. No deaths reported. 

CANADA— Hamilton, Ontario.—Month of July, 1895. Estimated popula- 
tion, 50,000. Total deaths, 57, including enteric fever, 1; scarlet fever, 
2; and diphtheria, 2. 

CuBA—Havana.—Under date of August 10, 1895, the United States 
Sanitary inspector reports as follows : 

There were 146 deaths in this city during the week ended August 8, 
1895. Twenty-five of those deaths were caused by yellow fever, with 
70 new cases approximately ; 5 were caused by enteric fever, 2 by per- 
nicious fever, 2 by paludal fever, 1 by bilious fever, 6 by enteritis, 2 by 
dysentery, 5 by smallpox, 3 by pneumonia, and 3 by glanders. 

Santiago.—Two weeks ended July 27,1895. Estimated population, 
60,000. Total deaths, 194, including yellow fever, 90; and measles, 20. 

GREAT BritTaAIn—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended July 27 cor- 
responded to an annual rate of 22.5 a thousand of the aggregate popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 10,591,530. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Brighton, viz, 11.8, and the highest in West Ham, viz, 30.1 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand nine hundred and forty deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles, 94; scarlet fever, 14; diph- 
theria, 48; whooping cough, 22; enteric fever, 9; and diarrhea and 
dysentery, 397. The deaths from all causes corresponded to an annual 
rate of 23 a thousand. In greater London 2,570 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 22.2 a thousand of the population. 
In the ‘“‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 26 from measles and 15 from 
diphtheria. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended July 27 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 21.6 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Sligo, viz, 5.1, and the highest in Armagh, viz, 
28 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 160 deaths were registered, 
including whooping cough, 3. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended July 27 corresponded to an annual rate of 18.3 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,500,435. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Perth, viz, 10.3, and the highest in Greenock, viz, 25.1 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 527, including scarlet fever, 3; measles, 11; diphtheria, 4; whoop- 
ing cough, 7; and smallpox, 1.
